Threshing Machines. 


Dr. Markley will call a meeting of all 


the threshermen in Adams County this 
week to discuss with them the proposition 
of having thi}ir machines put in proper 
condition before starting this season's 
work. State Administrator Heinz esti- 
mates that last year the threshers, through 
not being in repair, lost enough wheat to 
have supplied 320,000 people for twelve 
months. Where the owner is unable to 
fix his outfit, a man will be sent from the 
factory to make the necessary repairs and 
adjustments. T ie chief trouble it is said 
is with the blowing apparatus which sends 
much of the grain out with the straw, and 
it is lost to the farmer and therefore to 
the consumer. Every grain must be saved 
this year, it is indicated. Among the re- 
forms which will be sought are the dis- 
couraging of threshing of unripe and damp 
grain; the teaching of proper methods of 
feeding the bundles into the thresher; the 
practice of handling the grain in tight 
bottom bundle wagons; thorough Hiking 
of the shock rows, and careful clean-up 
before the threshing machine is moved.

Threshing Machines. 
Dr. Markley will call a meeting of all 
the threshermen in Adams County this 
week to discuss with them the proposition 
of having their machines put in proper 
condition before starting this season’s 
work. State Administrator Heinz esti­ 
mates that last year the threshers, through 
not being in repair, lost enough wheat to 
have supplied 320,000 people for twelve 
months. Where the owner is unable to 
fix his outfit, a man will be sent from the 
factory to make the necessary repairs and 
adjustments. Tne chief trouble it is said 
is with the blowing apparatus which sends 
much of the grain out with the straw, and 
it is lost to the farmer and therefore to 
the consumer. Every grain must be saved 
this year, it is indicated. 
Among the re­ 
forms which will be sought arc the dis­ 
couraging of threshing of unripe and damp 
grain; the teaching of proper methods of 
feeding the bundles into the thresher; the 
practice of handling the grain in tight 
bottom bundle wagons; thorough raking 
of the shock rows, and careful clean-uj) 
before the threshing machine is moved. 
The threshermens meeting will be held 
in the Court house at Gettysburg on Sat­ 
urday, June 22nd, at 1:30.

Mnrklov, county food administra­ 
tor, announced that, as a direct result of 
the submarine sinkings off the Atlantic 
C/oast during the past two weeks, it is 
necessary to invoke once more the sugar 
regulations which restrict purchases to 
two and five pounds. Acting unrier in­ 
structions from Hoover, Dr. Markley has 
stated that town consumers cannot buy 
more than two pounds at a time, and can­ 
not restock until this is used. Five pounds 
is the limit for rural people. The sale of 
maximum of 25 pounds on signed certifi­ 
cates for home preserving will be contin­ 
ued as a means of saving the fruit crop 
from loss and in order to provide wiiiter 
stores, but this provision should be care­ 
fully regulated to insure against abuses.

Dates Dack to Ancient Rulers. 
Go back to the Prussian national 
hero, 
Freflerick 
the 
Great,

Fritz.” as they fondly call him—as 
contemptible a bully and sneak and 
blackguard and liar as ever lived. 
Would he have turnofl back from an 
avowed purpose to “make America 
pay the C(>st of this war” if he wore 
victorious? 
Did he ever turn aside 
from any purpose if he could elTect it 
hv force, by chicanery, by lies, by 
bluiT, by dishonor, by any crime? His­ 
tory—at least Prussian history—gives 
him the title of “Great,” but in the 
civilized sense there is nothing great 
about him except meanness of charac­ 
ter and of action. He was, wiien com­ 
pared with his contemporaries, a suc­ 
cessful warrior, but he, like the pres­ 
ent Hohenzollern, had for that time a 
marvelous army w’hich was prepared 
to strike and struck. Magnanimity or 
any other of the attributes of great* 
ness he had not at all. even the tradi­ 
tional kingly honor, which is assumed 
to bo tho heritage of a throne, was ut­ 
terly wanting to him; and his chief 
claim to live in history is based on the 
fact that he robbed a woman; that 
without cause he made war on a help­ 
less queen, Maria Theresa, and de­ 
spoiled her of a province, and cyni­ 
cally boasted to all the w’orld that he 
has caught her helpless and so stole 
w^hat he desired. Moreover, he globed 
in tho infamy. 
Bismarck, who ruled while his stu­

J. D. McGregor of the Federal Food 
Board, who is also an old and success­ 
ful farmer in Western Canada, assert­ 
ed a few" days ago at Calgary that crop 
conditions 
throughout 
the 
Prairie 
Provinces were excellent. 
“Speaking 
generally,” he said, “the crops have 
never gone into the ground in better 
shape than this year, and with an 
even break of luck as far as the weath­ 
er is concerned, there should be an 
enormous crop.” His present duties in

Board, taking him in all parts of the 
West, Mr. McGregor has exceptional 
opportunities of observing conditions

The British admiralty 
issued 
the 
following graphic story of the recent 
raid on Osl end^ which resulted in 
bloekading nearly all the entrance to 
the U-boat base by the sinking of the 
old cruistr Vindictive across the cha.n- 
nel : 
“The Sirius lies in tlie <?urf some 'Jr 
000 yards east of the eniranco to Os- 
lend harbor, which she failed so gal­ 
lantly to block, and when, in the early 
hours of tho morning, the Vindictive 
groped hi‘r \v;iy through tl'.e smoke 
screen and headed for the entrance it 
wa-s as though the old lighting ship 
awoke and looked on. 
“A coastal motor boat had visited 
her and hung a iîare in her stack and 
rusty rigging, and that eye of unsteady 
fire, paling in the blaxe of star Miells, 
or reddening through 
the 
drift 
of 
smoke, waivhed tho whole great enter­ 
prise from the moment when it hung 
in doubt to its uiiimate suceess. 


Depended on Surprise Attack. 
“The planning and executl<aj of that 
s\ïcress had been iîitrusted by Vice 
Admiral Sir Robi’rt Keyes to Commo­ 
dore Hubert Lynes, who dlrecte<l the 
previous attempt to block the hiylxn* 
with the Sirius and Briiliant. 
Upon 
that occasion a combination of unfore- 
sot n and unforeseeable conditions had 
fought against him. 
“Upon this, the m:iin problem was 
to obtain the effect of a sunirise at­ 
tack upon an enemy who was clearly, 
from his ascertained <lisposiii(ms, ex­ 
pecting him. 
The Sirius and Brilliant 
had been bailled by the dis])hici^iient 
of the Stroom bank buoy, which marks 
the channel to the harbor entrance. 
But sineo then aerial reconnaissnnce 
had established that the (ïermans had 
n*moved the buoy altngcMher and that 
there now we::e no guiding marks of 
any kind. 
“Thei'J nlso had ‘-ut gaps in tho piers 
as a i)r^cnution against a Innding. and 
further, when Knvard midnight Thurs­ 
day. the shi])s moved from their an­ 
chorage, it was known that some nine 
German destroyers were out and ^^ere 
at large up(m jh e ((»ast. 
Night Nearly V/indless. 
“The solution of the prolihMü is liost 
lUi'tlcated by the chronicle of events. 
ÎT was a night that i>romist*d well for 
¿he enterprise--nearly windless- and 
what little breeze stirred came a point 
or so west of north. Tlu» sky was lead 
blue, faintly star-dotted, with no moon, 
and a still sea for small enift, niotor 
launches and 
coastal 
motor 
boats, 
whose woi'k was done <*lose inshore. 
“From the destroyer whii'h si»rved 
tlie commodore for a ilagship the re- 
nminder of the force were visible only 
as silhouettes of blackness. 
“From Dunkirk a sudden bi'ief Hur­ 
ry of gunfire announced that German 
airplanes were about. 
They actually 
were on the way to visit ('alais, and 
over the invisible coast of Flanders the 
sunnner lightning of restless artillery 
rose and fell monot(*nously. 
“ *There*s the Vindictive I* The muf­ 
fled .seamen and marines .standing by 
the torpedo tubes and guns turned at 
that name to gaze at the gre;it bhi«i 
,shlp .seen mistily through the .screen­ 
ing smoke from th<‘ ilestroyers* fun­ 
nels. plodding .silently to her goal and 
end. 
“She receded Into the nighr a^t(‘rn 
as a destroyer raced to lay a light 
buoy that was to be her guide, and 
those on hoard saw her no more. 
She 
passed thence into the hands of the 
small craft whose mi.s^iijn v»as to guide 
her, light her, and hide her in the 
clouds of a smoke screen. 
“There 
no 
jirdiminary 
bom- , 
bardmeiit of tKe lu rbor and jjatteries, 
I1.-5 before the previous attempt. 
That 
was to be the first element in the sur­ 
prise. 
A time-table laid been laid 
dowjj for every hi.ige (jf the ojjeration, 
and the staff work befon^hand even 
Include«] precise orders for laying the 
emoke barrage, with ijlans (‘alculatcd 
for every dirfction of the wind. 
Gait Always Solemn. 
“Monitors anchored in firing posi­ 
tions far seaward awaited the fl#nal.

Marine artillery \n Flander.s, among 
(he largest guns that were ever jjlaced 
on land mountings, hUiod by likewise 
to neutralize the bigger (jerman artil­ 
lery along the coast, aJid the ainnen 
who were tp collaborate with an aeri­ 
al bombardment of the town M-aited 
somewhere In the /larknes*^ overhead.

orn pier, and that vanished In a roar 
and leap of flames which called to the 
guns. 
“Over the town a flame suddenly 
appeared high in tho air and sank 
slowly earthw ards—the signal that the 
airplanes Imd seen and understood. 
Almost coincidcntly with 
their first 
bombs came the first shells, whooping 
up from the monitors at sea. Tho sur­ 
prise part of the attack was sprung. 
“The surprise, despite the (lormans* 
watchfulness, seems to have been com­ 
plete, 
Up until the moment when the 
torpedoes of the motorboats exploded 
there had not been a shot from the 
land—only 
occasional 
routine 
star 
shells.. 
I Great Batteries Blinded. 
“The motor launches w*ero doing 
their work magnificently. Those pock­ 
et warships, manned by ofiicers and 
men of tlie Royal Naval volunteers 
reserve, are specialists at smoko pro­ 
duction. 
They built to cither hand of 
the Vindictive’s cour.se the likeness of 
a dense sea mist driving landward 
with the wind. 
Star shells paled and 
v.*ero lost as they sank in 
it; 
the 
beams of searchliirhts seemed to break 
off short upon its front. 
It blinded 
the observers in the great batteries, 
which suddenly, upon the warning of 
t h ' explosions of guns, roared into ac­ 
tion. 
“There was a while of tremendous 
uproar. 
The coast about Ostend is 
ponderously equipped with batterie.s. 
These now opened fire into fhe smoke 
and over it at the monitors and ma­ 
rines. 
And the monitors replied. 
“Mc’anwliile the airplanes were bomb­ 
ing 
methodically, 
nnd 
anti-aircraft 
guns were searching 
the 
.skies for 
them. 
Star shells spouted up and 
fioated down, lighting the sinok(» banks 
with spreading green fires, and those

soared up to lose themselves in the 
clouds. 
“Through all this stridency andt)lazo 
of confiict the old Vindictive, still un- 
hurrying. was walking the lighted wa­ 
ters toward the entrance. It was then 
iluit those on the destroyers became 
av\*are that what seemed to be merely 
smoke v;as wet and cold ; that the rig­ 
ging was beginning to drip, and that 
there were no longer any stars. A sea 
fog had come on. 
Air Attack Suspended. 
“Tho destrtjyers had to turn on their 
lights and to use their sirens to keep in 
touch with each other. The air attack 
was suspended, 
and the Vindictive, 
with some distance yet to go, found 
h(»rself in gross darkness. 
“There were motor boats on either 
side of her escorting her to the en­ 
trance. 
“The A'indictive then put her helm 
uyov ajid started to cruise to find the 
entrance. 
Twice 
she 
must 
have 
washed across, and at the third turn, 
upon reaching the jiositions at which 
she iirst lost her way, there came a rift 
in the mist and she saw the entrance 
and the piers on either side, and an 
opening dead ahc*ad. 
The Vindictive 
st(>amed in, 
“The guns found her at once. 
She 
was hit every few seconds after she 
entered, 
her 
scai*red • hull 
broken 
afre.sh in a score of jilaces, her decks 
and upper works swept by machine 
guns. 
“After the control tower was demol­ 
ished by a shell \*hich killed &Jl the 
occupants, including Sublieut. Angus 
H. MacLachan, who v.*as in command 
of it, the upper and lower bridges and 
the chartrooni, .swept by bullets. Com­ 
mander Godsal ordered the officers to 
go with him to the conning tower. 
They observed through the observa­ 
tion slit in the steel wall of the con­ 
ning tower that the eastern pier was 
breached some 200 yards from the sea­ 
ward end, as though at some time a 
ship had been in collision with it. 
Nose Against Pier. 
“Imn.ediately 
after 
passing 
the 
breach in the pier Commander (Jod.sal 
left the conning tower and went on 
deck, the better to \satch the ship’s 
movements. 
He chose a position and 
called in through the slit of the con- 
iiing tower his order to starbuard the 
helm, 
The Vindictive responded and 
laid her battered nose to the eastern 
jjier and prepan d to swing her 3:^0 feet 
of length across the channel. 
“Jt was at that moment that a shell 
from tho shore batteries struck the

crnnlng tower. Lieut. Sir John Alleyne 
and Lieut. V, A. 0. Crutchley were 
still within. 
Commander Godsal was 
close to the tower ^outside. 
Lieut. Al- 
leyno 
was 
stimned

Lieut. Crutchley shouted through tho 
slit to tho conuuander, and receiving 
no answer, rang for the port engine 
full .siTced festem, to help the swinging j 
ship. 
By this time she was lying at 
an angle of about 40 degrees to tho 
pier and seemed to be hard fast; so, it 
was iuipossible to bring her farther J 
around. 
“After working the engines 
some

Crutchley gave the order to clear tho 
engine room and abandon ship, accord­ 
ing to the program 
previously 
laid 
d(»wn, 
Fnglneer 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
William A. Bury, who was the last to 
leave the engine room, blew the niiun 
charges h\ a switch installed aft. Lieu­ 
tenant Crutchlcy blew the auxiliary 
charges ¡n the forward six-inch maga­ 
zine from the conning tower. 
Her Work Is Finished. 
“Those on board felt the old ship 
shruir, as the explosive tore the bottom 
plates and bulkht*ads from htu*. 
She 
sank about six feet and lay upon tho 
bottom of the channel. 
“Her work was done. 
“It is to be presumed that Com­ 
mander Godsal was killed by the shell 
which struck the conning tower. Lieu­ 
tenant Crutchley. searching the ship 
before he left her. failed to ihul his 
body or that of Sublieut. MacLachlan 
in that wilderness of splintered wood 
and shattered steel. 
“All was according to program. Re­ 
call rockets for the small craft were 
fired irom the fiagshii) at 2:80 a. m. 
“It is not claimed by the ofiicers 
who carried out the operations that 
Ostend harbor is completely blocked. 
But its purpose to embarrass the en­ 
emy and make the harb^ir impractica­ 
ble to any but small craft and render 
dredging operations ditficult, has been 
fully accomplished. 
The position of 
the Vindictive is with stem on to the 
eastern pier, and not her stern, as 
shown in certain published illustra­ 
tions.”

Higher Than of Any Other 


of Fresh Vegetables Used 


Potatoes contain all the different 


substances needed for the body. Pro- 
tein and minerals for growth and re- 
pair; starch and fat for energy; and 
minerals and roughage for body regu- 
lation. 
A diet of whole milk and po- 


tatoes is perfect; the fat and protein 
of the milk supplement the small 
quantity of these in the 
vegetable. 


The fuel value of potatoes is higher 
than that of any other fresh vegetable 
used, according to Lucy Cordiner of 
the University of Minnesota. 


Common methods used in the prep- 


aration and cooking of potatoes are 
wasteful. 
When potatoes are peeled 


and allowed to stand for an hour or 
two in cold water they lose over half 
the protein and one-third their min- 
erals. 
The peeling also takes food 


with it. 
When cooking is begun in 


cold water the loss is nearly as great. 
Potatoes can be prepared with no loss 
of food value if they jje first blanched 
by cooking In boiling water for ten 
minutes, then plunged into cold wa- 
ter, and the skin rubbed or peeled off. 
Cooking can be completed in any way 
desired, baking, steaming or boiling. 


A quick oven is essential for baking 


and produces potatoes that are dry, 
mealy and easily digested. 


If the skin is pricked with, a fork 


toward the end of baking they are 
further improved by escape of steam. 
Soggy, watery potatoes do not digest 
easily and may cause gas. 


Moon's Influence on Plant 


Growth Wholly Negligible, ' 


Is Belief of Scientists 


The old belief that the moon has 


some sort of influence on plant growth 
etill persists in some farming sec- 
tions. 
Some farmers, it is said, re- 


fuse to plant crops or to kill hogs 
unless the moon is in some particular 
position. 


The influence of the moon on the 


growth of crops, or on other agricul- 
tural operations, Las always been de- 
nied by scientific men. The following 
brief statement by C. F. Marvin, chief 
Qf the United States weather bureau, 
printed in the Rural New Yorker, 
shows what they think of the matter: 


"It is the general belief of scien- 


tists that the moon has no appreciable 
influence on temperature, rainfall, or 
any other weather element, or on 
plant growth. 


"Plant growth depends npon tem- 


perature, light, humidity and plant 
food (both in the soil and in the air), 
and its availability. 
Obviously the 


moon neither mellows the ground nor 
fertilizes it, neither does it alter the 
composition of the atmosphere; hence 
it affects neither the mechanical con- 
dition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity of available plant food. 


"If the moon has any influence on 


plant growth, it would seem that It 
must exert this influence through its 
light. 
Experiment, however, shows 


that when a plant is so shadowed that 
it gets only one one-hundredth of nor- 
mal daylight, It grows but little bet- 
ter than it does in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight is about 600,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight; hence 
one one-hundredth of daylight, already 
too feeble to stimulate appreciably 
plant 
activity, is still 6,000 times 


brighter than full moonlight. The con- 
clusion is that, even in respect to 
light stimulus, the moon's influence 
on plant growth is wholly negligible."

How Dust Causes Fires. 


Spontaneous combustion is caused, 


so the chemists tell us, by floating par- 
ticles of coal dust or other inflammable 
iiaterial jostling and clashing against 
one another until the friction they set 
up raises' their temperature to the ig- 
nition point, says Popular Science 
Monthly. If this explanation is correct, 
it would appear as if such fires could 
be prevented by perfect 
ventilation. 


Such, however, is not the case, for ven- 
tilation may actually help to bring 
about fire by spontaneous combustion. 
Air facilitates oxidation, really fan-

How to Detect Glucose in 


Preserves, Jam, Marmalade 


Glucose in fruit preserves may be 


discovered as follows: In the case of 
jelly a teaspoonful should be dissolved 
in two tablespoonfuls of alcohol con- 
tained in a. glass vessel. In the case 
of jam or marmalade the same process 
is carried out, but it is necessary to 
filter off the solid matter by running 
the mixture through a piece of muslin. 
Allow the solution to become perfectly 
•cool, nnd then'add an equal volume, or 
a Irttle more, of Strong alcohol. Ir 
glucose is prt-scaL a dense white pre- 
cipitate slowly settles down. 
Where 


no glucose has been employed there 
is no precipitate, save, in some cases, 
a very trifling sediment of ijroteid mat- 
ter which, however, is so small that it 
could not possibly be mistaken for the 
sediment which glucose produces. The 
last-named is not particularly harmful 
In itself, but it is very frequently used 
as an adulterant in supposedly pure 
preserves for extra profit—Popular 
Science Monthly.

One of the largest 
bakers in Seattle uses nothing else, 
and he says the flavor of all sweetened 
breads is much improv(*d by it. 
Brown sugar or sirup should be used 
in all biscuits, muilins, cakes, puddings 
and j)ies.

“Keep 
perishable 
food,

milic, cool, clean and covered contin­ 
uously,” may make a striking differ­ 
ence in the food bills of many fam­ 
ilies. 
Fresh vegetables not needed imme­ 
diately for other purposes should not 
be thrown <n;t or allowed to s|)oil, but 
should be used in making soups, sal­ 
ads, or combination dishes. Fruits are 
sometimes allow’ed to go to wa^te 
whii'h might be stewed and kept a day 
or two until needed, 
Vegetai)Ies and fruits should not be 
stored In quantities in ht)i, dami), and 
poorly veniilated bins.

Our knowledge of shooting stars ex­ 
tends Into the oldest history of human­ 
ity, back Into pnliistoric times. Tet to­ 
day no one knows exactly wliat a 
shooting star is, or from where it 
comes, 
says 
the 
Popular 
S*cience 
Monthly. 
A hypothesis proposed In 
1875 and generally accepted today Is 
that meteorites are fragments broken 
from small planetary masses by vol­ 
canic exjilosions, brought about by a 
sudden oxpansi(m of gases, steam and 
probably hydrogen. 
Tho broken bits, 
after their separation, are believe^ to 
arrange tliemselves. in swarms wlilch 
cross the orbit of the earth in accord­ 
ance with a definite law. 
Shooting 
stars, then, undoubtedly come from 
within our s()lar system and are brok­ 
en bits of a w^orld body destroyed by 
volcanic events. Many meteorites have 
been found in Arizona. 


Potatoes contain all the different 
substances needed for the body. Pro­ 
tein and minerals for grow’th and re­ 
pair; starch and fat for energy; and 
minerals and roughage for body regu­ 
lation. 
A diet of whole milk and po­ 
tatoes is perfect; the fat and protein 
of the milk supplement the small 
quantity of these in the vegetable. 
Tho fuel value of potatoes is higher 
than that of any other fresh \egetable 
used, according to Lucy Cordiner of 
the University of Minnesota. 
Common methods used in the prep­ 
aration and cooking of potatoes are 
w’asteful. 
When potatoes are peeled 
and allow’ed to stand for an hour or 
tw^o in cold w^ater they lose over half 
the protein and one-third their min­ 
erals. 
The peeling also takes food 
with it. 
When cooking is begun in 
cold w’ater the loss Is nearly as great. 
Potatoes can be prepared with no loss 
of food value if they be first blanched 
by cooking in boiling w’ater for ten 
minutes, then plunged into cold w^a- 
ter, and the i?kin rubbed or peeled ofi. 
Cooking can be completed in any W’ay 
desired, baking, steaming or boiling. 
A quick oven is essential for baking 
and produces potatoes that are dry, 
mealy and easily digested. 
If the skin is pricked w ith.a fork 
tow’ard the end of baking they are 
further improved by escape of steam. 
Soggy, watery potatoes do not digest 
easily and may cause gas. 


The old belief that the moon has 
some .«ort of influencé on plant growth 
still persists in some farm irg sec* 
lions. 
Some farmers, it is said, re­ 
fuse to plant crops or to kill hogs 
unless the moon Is in some particular 
position. 
Tho influenco of the moon on the 
growth of crops, or on other agricul­ 
tural operations, has always been de­ 
nied by scientific men, The follow1ng‘ 
brief statement by C. F. Marvin, chief 
(jf tiie United States weather bureau^ 
printed In the Rural New Yorker^ 
show’s wliat they think of the m atter: 
^‘It is the general belief of scien­ 
tists that the moon has no appreciable 
Influence on temperature, rainfall, or 
any other weather element, or on 
plant grow’th. 
“Plant growlh depends upon tem­ 
perature, light, humidity and plant 
food (both in the soil and in the air), 
and its availability. 
Obviously the 
moon neither mellows the ground nor 
fertilizes it, neither does it alter the 
composition of the atmosphere; hence 
it affects neither the mechanical con­ 
dition of the soil nor the kfnd or 
quantity of available plant food. 
“If the moon has any influence on 
plant grow’th, it would seem that it 
must exert this influence through its 
light. 
Experiment, however, 
shows 
that wlien a plant is so shadowed that 
it gets only one one-hundredth of nor­ 
mal daylight. It grow’s but little bet­ 
ter than it does in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight is about 600,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight; hence 
one one-hundredth of daylight, already 
too feeble to stimulate appreciably 
plant 
activity, is still 6,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight. The con» 
elusion is that, even in respect to 
light stimulus, the moon’s influence 
on plant growth is wholly negligible.*^

How Dust Causes Fires. 


Spontaneous combustion is caused, 
so the chemists tell us, by floating par- 
I tides of coal dust or other inflannnable 
material jostling and clashing against 
one another nntil the friction they set

says Popuhir Science 
Monthly. If this explanation is correct, 
it would appear as if such fires could 
be prevented by perfect ventilation. 
Such, however, is not the case, for ven­ 
tilation may actually help to bring 
about fire by sjjontaneous combustion. 
Air facilitates oxidation, really fan­ 
ning the w’arm dust into a blaze. Heep 
bir damp and quiet to avoid fire.

for 2hyear-olds to be listed for military 
purposes, The local board' has also re- 
ceived the orders with relation to the die- 
position of registrants in non essential oc 
cupations, as outlined in hriel severa 
weeks ago in the "Fght or Get a Man's 
Job" order of Provost Marshal Genera 
Crowder. The order states that it shal 
be the duty of all persons connected with 
the administration of the Selective Ser- 
vice law regulations and of all citizens, to 
report to the local beard all facts which 
may come to their knowledge concerning 
registrants who are idle or who are en- 
gaged in aoy occupation or employment 
defined as non productive. After July 1 
any registrant in Class 1, '2, 3 or 4, that 
8 reported to be an idler or to be engaged 
n any occupation defined as non-nssen- 
ial is to be notified by the local board 
laving jurisdiction in the case to appear 
on a certain day and hour to present such 
evidence bearing upon the jeason for his 
status as the registrant may care to sub- 
mit. 
Reports of the number of men re- 


classified through violation of non essen- 
tial job order, are to be sent to the Pro- 
vost Marshall General twice a month. 
Idlers have no standing under the rules, 
All sales clerks and other clerks in mer- 
cantile establishments must get other jobs. 
So must domestics, ushers, attendants and 
hangers on about amusement places and 
men engaged in playing games, passenger 
elevator operators and attendants in ho- 
tels, dubs, apartment houses, office build- 
ings and bathhouses, and bar clerks in 
restaurants, hotels and clubs. Sickness is 
a good excuse for non employment. So is 
reasonable vacation, lack of reasonable 
opportunity for proper employment; tem- 
porary absence from work (period of one 
week), but habitual absence will result in 
immediate induction.

Gettysburg College were received by the 
board of trustees on Tneeday when that 
body met in its annual June Session. Dr. 
J. A. Aehworth who has been head of 
the department of Economics and Pohti 
cal Science for the past few yeare, leaves 
to accept a position at Ohio Wesleyan 
University. Prfef. S R. Wing, head o 
:he department of electrical and median 
eal engineering, gives up his position a 
Gettysburg to enter the shipbuilding in 
duetry. Pr.if. Chester Allen, head of the 
department of civil engineering, has aev 
eral positions under consideration 


The successors to these three processors 


will be announced 4#ter by the college 
authorities. In addition, the college loses 
several instructors among whom are H, 
L. Burdick, assistant in English, and Dr. 
Boh in, instructor in modern languages. 
Rev. Paul R Pontius, of Gettysburg, will 
conduct the work formerly under Mr. 
Burdick, and Allen T. Deibert, a gradu- 
ate of this year's class, will be the aasi't 
ant in the modern language work. All of 
the full professors were granted an in- 
crease in ealiry of $200 K year. The max- 
imum salary in the past has been $1600. 
President Granville announces that the 
financial resources of the college had in- 
creased during the past year by $20,100, 
divided among the ^various funds. 
He 


also reported that the year had shown a 
deficit of $5800 in running expenses. 
It 


was decided to raise a fund of $10,000 to 
meet this deficit and any that may occur 
during the coming year. College will 
open for the next academic year on Sep 
tember 18th, with all the courses in oper- 
ation.

The Adams county draft board has re 
ceîved the new qucsltionnaires which will 
be forwarded to the registrants who ap 
peared last week in repponse to the call 
for 2î'year-olds to be listed for military 
purposes, 
The local board* has also re­ 
ceived the orders with relation to the dis­ 
position of registrants in non essential oc 
cupations, as outlined in brief several 
weekfi ago in the **Fght or Get a Man’s 
Job’* order of Provost Marshal General 
Crowder. 
The order states that it shall 
be the duty of all persons connected with 
th« administration of the Selective Ser­ 
vice law regulations and of all citizens, to 
report to the local board all facts Ivhioh 
may come to their knowledge concerning 
registrants who are idle or who are en­ 
gaged in aoy occupation or employment 
defined as non productive. 
After July 1 
any registrant in Class 1, 2, 3 or 4, that 
is reporter to be an idler or to bo engaged 
in any occupation defined as non-f«sen- 
tial is to bo notified by the local board 
having jurisdiction in the case to appear 
on a certain day and hour to present such 
evidence bearing upon the reason (or his 
status as the registrant may care to sub­ 
mit, 
Reports of the number of men re­ 
classified through violation of non essen­ 
tial job order, are to be sent to the Pro­ 
vost Marshall General twice a month. 
Idlers have no standing under the ruIeB, 
All sales clerks and other clerks in mer­ 
cantile establishments must get other jobs. 
So must domestics, ushers, attendants and 
hangers on about amusement places and 
men engaged in playinjH; games, passenger 
elevator Qperators and attendants in ho­ 
tels, clubs, apartment houses, office build­ 
ings and bathhouses, and bar clerks in 
restaurants, hotels and clubs. Sickness is 
a good excuse for non employment. So is 
reasonable vacation, lack of reasonable 
opportunity for proper employment; tem­ 
porary absence from work (period of one 
week), but habitual absence will result in 
immediate induction.
